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Astrology

Whence, Why and Whither 


A GREAT deal of unnecessary confusion 
seems to exist in the mind of most people 
concerning the great and ancient mystery- 
knowledge which is called today: Astrology. 
It is with deliberate intention that I use this 
rather involved term “mystery-knowledge”’; 
for it seems the best to define the true and 
millenia-old system of life-interpretation 
which has been lowered by many to the 
level of mere fortune-telling. 

Astrology ought not to be considered as 
a means for the gratification of an idle 
curiosity as to possible future events; it 
should not either be thought of as an ordin- 
ary science, to be approached with the ana- 
lytical and experimental point. of view of 
the material scientist. It is a “knowledge” 
which is rooted fundamentally in the ‘“‘mys- 
tery” of the spiritual laws of life. It is a 
spiritual, not a materialistic knowledge—one 
which has been largely lost for centuries, or 
when not lost, materialized, but which 
appears to be now revitalized as a means to 
lead humanity to change its mind concern- 
ing life and man’s relationship to his true 
destiny as well as to all his fellow-men. 

Astrology began undoubtedly as a “‘mys- 
tery-knowledge” and not as an experimental 
science, and its beginnings cannot be traced 
for they seem to be simultaneous with the 
birth of civilization. 

Here however we begin at once to be on 
dangerous grounds and to write about the 
beginnings of Astrology would require that 
we discuss the origin of civilization and of 
Man, as a thinking spiritual being on earth. 
A vast subject which depends for its develop- 
ment on one’s philosophy of life or beliefs. 
Modern science sees Man developing from 
the animal and thinks of the growth of 
civilization as a slow progress from dumb 


barbarism to the light of the present day. 
But men, who live and think by the light 
of the traditional ‘‘mystery-knowledge” 
which is back of all true spiritual teachings 
and religions, say that such a “slow progress” 
is true only in regard to the intellectual 
aspect of civilization, not to the spiritual 
aspect of knowledge or consciousness. They 
claim that at the dawn of civilization in 
fabled continents of old ‘there were great 
“Knowers”, masters of all ‘“mystery-knowl- 
edge”’—of which Astrology is only one 
branch; and that these “Knowers” taught 
the “Principles” of civilization to mankind. 

Man, in the mass—animal-like in his intel- 
lect—had then to build up slowly, pains- 
takingly, his own many “cultures” on the 
basis of those “Principles” of civilization, 
which constitute the substance of the true 
and eternal ‘“‘mystery-knowledge” on this 
planet of ours. Astrology, when free from 
superstitions and accretions which disfigure 
its eternal countenance, is a changeless sys- 
tem of Laws of cosmic relationship, of pure 
abstract relationship. It is not an evolving 
science, as is the case with Astronomy yet 
in some ways it is influenced by the condi- 
tion of development of astronomical knowl- 
edge—just as civilization is influenced by 
the state of cultural development in any 
race, nation or continent. 

This is the first consideration to have in 
mind in order to understand the “history” 
of Astrology; for Astrology has seemed to 
evolve and to alter its teachings only insofar 
as the science of astronomy evolved. Astron- 
omy was one thing in China, another in 
India, another in Alexandria, another in the 
XIXth Century. Astrology has outwardly 
to transform itself to adjust its changeless 
Laws and Relationship to the ever-changing 
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astronomical conception of each era. Thus 
Chinese astrology differs from Hindu or 
medieval European astrologies as to the sym- 
bolism, nomenclature, aspects, outer empha- 
sis, etc. . 

Astrology proper, as a “mystery-knowl- 
edge” is the core of all these various “‘period- 
astrologies” which claim to be more or less 
experimental sciences based upon astrono- 
mical investigation and the general state of 
the race-minded and of culture at the time 
considered. Chinese philosophy which 
brought forth the ethical principles of col- 
lective behavior led to a sort of ethical 
astrology which sees in stars the elements of 
the perfect Harmony of Heaven, the duplica- 
tion of which on earth is the main goal of 
Chinese wisdom. While in India, where a 
more individualistic philosophy ruled and 
men strove to live lives of yoga, of training 
of the life-force on all planes, astrology was 
more deeply concerned with the solar and 
lunar cycles and their effects upon the tides 
of this creative life-power within the indi- 
vidual. 

In Egypt, astrology was the foundation 
of the magical practices and ceremonial rites, 
and astronomy was brought to great perfec- 
tion for practical religious uses; while in 
ancient Chaldea the stars as such were the 
very gods of the universal religion, and men 
attuned their souls to the life-force within 
the stars, learning the secrets of their inner 
cosmic nature by self-absorbtion into the 
beams of light of the star worshipped. 

In all these ancient cultures, astrology was 
of practical daily use in the conduct of life; 
social, conjugal, national, or personal. Men’s 
ideal was to live lives in harmony with the 
pattern of divine perfection, the glory of 
which was made manifest in the skies. Free 
will and individualistic self-expression were 
practically unknown. Astrology was the one 
science of perfect living, and as such per- 
meated all human activities, regulating the 
functioning of collectivities, of state and 
family. 

With the Greco-Roman culture a some- 
what new keynote of human development 
was struck. The intellectual faculties began 


to predominate. Man began to feel superior 
to all forces of life, to erect himself as ruler 
of all life-energies. Thus the axiom, which 
gradually became endowed with a peculiar 
and rebellious significance: The wise man 
rules his stars; the fool is bound by their 
decrees. 

Medieval astrology is more or less the out- 
come of this Greek intellectualism combined 
with influences of Eastern mysticism and 
alchemical knowledge, part of which had 
been reshaped by the Arabian peculiar sense 
of abstract relationship. It depends for its 
Jaws and methods of interpretation almost 
solely on the writings of Ptolemaeus, who 
lived 300 A. D., and who based its symbolism 
upon the geocentric astronomy which was 
then taken for granted by the masses,—but 
not by the Initiates. 

The most profound astrologers of medieval 
times were men whose spiritual philosophy 
can be best called: Alchemy. Alchemy was 
not with them of course what most people 
believe it was, the chimerical art of making 
gold out of lead. It was a secret process of 
spiritual development which revealed the 
practical application of Christian mysticism. 
Astrology was thus concerned with the 
working out of alchemical regeneration, and 
its symbolism pointed to hidden mysteries 
and laws governing such a process of prac- 
tical regeneration. 

Outwardly, it is true, astrology was also 
used to prognosticate events, especially those 
of national importance. Every court had its 
official astrologer, and even the Roman 
Catholic Church used consistently—and 
probably still uses—astrology to guide its 
policies. 

With the XIXth century and the tremen- 
dous development of modern science, a 
change was bound to come in astrology. 
Medieval astrology had to be re-shaped to 
conform to the new astronomical concepts; 
the sun had to be put in a central all im- 
portant place as symbol of the highest in 
man, the influence of stars and constellations 
as such had to be ignored—were they not too 
distant to affect men!—and a scientific back- 
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ground coupled with a spiritual system of 
interpretation had to be worked out. 

Alan Leo, a devoted student of the modi- 
fied theosophy that grew from the teachings 
of leaders who “‘succeeded” to H. P. Blavat- 
sky but personalized her original instruc- 
tions, has been the most influential person 
in directing modern astrology toward the 
condition of a spiritual science. While accept- 
ing the basis of Ptolemaic astrology, he 
strove to lift the whole structure of astro- 
logical thought by linking it to his under- 
standing of Theosophy and Hindu philosophy. 
There were many who worked in this direc- 
tion, others who, like Sepharial, attempted 
to increase the value of astrological data and 
discover or re-discover rules and ideas to 
make astrology more accurate or scientific. 

With the advent of the philosophy of rela- 
tivity, of radio-activity and of radio; with 
substance vanishing into “waves” and time 


and space playing queer tricks to each other 
and to everybody else—it was inevitable that 
astrology, after having re-become influential 
in the lives of the increasing many, should 


also tend to become more ethereal and ab- 
stract—and in a new way, scientific. 

This obviously has but begun, and the 
trend is noticeable only in close quarters. 
Marc Edmund Jones has brought astrology 
to the level of a most abstract system of 
knowledge pervaded by relativism and 
deeply imbedded in intellectual speculation, 
though also most keenly effective in a regen- 
erated “horary” system. On the other hand 
a radio engineer, Johndro, has evolved an 
astrology in which star-rays play a conspicu- 
ous part and the principles of radio-waves 
are used to justify astrological predictions. 

We have but mentioned a few of the most 
striking tendencies and a few names that 
are, in our estimation, most characteristic. 
Evangeline Adams has done much besides to 
popularize astrology and to force its prac- 
tical workings upon the attention of business 
men; while Max Heindel and his movement 
have been effective in bringing astrology in 
good repute and in stressing the healing possi- 
bilities of the art when in clean and pure 


hands. 


We must now conclude by briefly stating 
what would seem to us to be the outstanding 
message of Astrology to future mankind. 

We see Astrology as the basis of a new 
and truly spiritual psychology; and by “psy- 
chology” we mean the science of soul-forma- 
tion, or soul integration,—the science which 
teaches the “I” in man how and when to 
build his spiritual Temple, the “temple of 
the living God” of which it is spoken in the 
Scriptures. We see in planets and stars (as 
Astrology considers them) symbolical rep- 
resentations of soul-energies within every 
man. These soul-energies are waxing and 
waning, inter-relating, mentally affecting 
each other. A human soul is thus a complex 
network of psychological mental processes 
which must be harmonized, chorded, made 
organic,—if man is to become a master of 
himself and of life, a “Perfect” One. 

Astrology shows us how to work out this 
soul-harmony, how to build this inner soul- 
organism into which the Breath of Spirit will 
descend when it has become “viable” after a 
definable period of interior spiritual gesta- 
tion. It shows us also, by extension and 
analogy, how the collective life of a group, 
a nation, and ultimately humanity, can be 
made organic, harmonious, efficient. 

Astrology, if properly understood and 
applied, can bring order to the usual chaos 
of human life, individual and collective. 
Wherever there is a principle of unification— 
a will, or individual purpose, an “I”—trying 
to bring into a state of coherence and integ- 
ration a mass of more or less independent 
elements—there Astrology can teach the way 
to the necessary integration. 

Anyone will see after a moment of thought 
that Life itself is such a process of integra- 
tion. A seed becomes a plant by integrating 
to its organic will the chemicals of the soil 
and the moisture of its surroundings. A na- 
tion becomes a powerful state by assimilating 
slowly all the human elements that live with- 
in its boundaries, by premeating them with a 
national consciousness. Assimilation of the 
many life-elements by the one will; integra- 
tion of inchoate substance into an organic

MERCURY IN CANCER—June 8 to 
June 26—The “Guide of Travelers” during 
his transit through Cancer is likely to lead 
us on a long, rambling and somewhat aim- 
less journey down the “corridors of time” 
where we may spend much time, pleasantly 
enough, viewing the pictures on “Memory’s 
Wall” but meanwhile, and unfortunately, 
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neglecting important duties in the present. 
Mercury in Cancer spends much time and 
energy talking about what he “has done” 
and for that reason is often a singularly fu- 
tile and inefficient person insofar as present 
duties are concerned. We cannot succeed 
today by virtue of what we may have done 
(or thought we did) yesterday. When Mer- 
cury in Cancer gets strung out on a tale 
of past achievement the imagination readily 
fills in what Memory may fail to supply in 
the way of details and after a few repeti- 
tions the story is likely to become quite in- 
teresting and sensational if not exactly plau- 
sible. The word “impossible” is not in his 
Dictionary. The Baron Munchausen must 
have had Mercury in Cancer. With the re- 
quisite degree of Literary Ability this fel- 
low could write HISTORICAL NOVELS 
that would not only be extremely fascinating 
and romantic but also instructive, for there 
is always a grain of truth in his yarns. 
Mercury in Cancer is at his best in combin- 
ing instruction with entertainment by giv- 
ing a romantic coloring to the facts of Life. 
Hence this configuration produces DRA- 
MATIC SPEAKERS, Preachers, Teachers, 
Actors, etc. In the Commercial World he 
prefers to cater to the Home and Family life 
directly, as through House Furnishings, or 
anything that contributes to Family com- 
fort and PROTECTION. This configura- 
tion is especially favorable for INSURANCE

The undesirable traits of Mercury in Can- 
cer are likely to be particularly pronounced 
about June 24, at which time a bitter attack 
may be launched against someone in High 
Authority.

We shall not analyze 
this transit in great detail at this time, but 
will deal with it more fully in subsequent 
issues (July and August). We may say that 
Mercury, by remaining so long (over two 
months) in one sign may be expected to ex- 
ert a very potent and far-reaching influence 
upon the Affairs of Men.

SECOND QUARTER

The destructive forces which have pre- 
vailed during the last week of May have 
now spent the most of their fury, and we 
may expect a marked improvement in gen- 
eral conditions during this first week of 
June, although the Waves of Circumstance 
are still lashing to some extent and caution 
is still advised.

Jewels in Adversity

“Sweet are the uses of adversity, 


Which, like the toad, ugly and venomous, 


Wears yet a precious jewel in its head.” 


ie is impossible to determine by a mere 
casual examination of a nativity whether it 
be “good” or “bad.” While the horoscope 
reveals the traits of character which are 
brought into evidence during the life and 
the “natural course of events” that follow, 
as shown by the environmental chart, tran- 
sits, progressions and other methods, careful 
study and analysis is required before deduc- 
tions may be made, for even the worst of the 
so-called bad aspects or afflictions may be 
directed into constructive channels. How- 
ever, there is this difference between adverse 
and benefic aspects in that the former usual- 
ly call for personal sacrifice in some form 
and strict self-discipline. If these conditions 
are complied with many an adverse aspect 
offers as great or even greater opportunities 
for achievement as can be hoped for from 
the benefic configuration, however favorable 
it may appear. 

As an example of an adverse planetary 
contact which many astrological authorities 
present in an exceedingly evil, often unre- 
deemable light, I will take that of the Sun 
and Mars in square (inharmonious) aspect 
to Neptune, in this instance in a female chart. 
While it is true that by these conflicting vi- 
brations the native of this aspect. would un- 
doubtedly attract into her life people—par- 
ticularly males—of a weak, perhaps dishon- 
est and unprincipled, even morally delinquent 
fibre who would impose upon her “good na- 
ture” through an appeal to her too-readily 
bestowed sympathies and kindliness, awak- 
ening in her an inherent weakening element 
of pity for these unfortunate human para- 
sites, though she herself be apparently honest 
and clean-living, that would seemingly pre-

vent her from freeing herself from these ob- 
jectional contacts because they, vampire-like, 
would hold her bound by her vain and mis- 
directed sense of duty that would cause her 
to feel herself a martyr or self-sacrificing 
saint—though in reality the victim of human 
leeches which she through this inharmonious 
Neptunian contact has fairly magnetized into 
her life-—unti! by continued association with 
such character-destroying elements she may 
have grown from enduring and pitying to 
embracing, and even upholding them and 
their methods and ideas. yet, were the aspect 
separating and the Sun and Mars forming 
other approaching harmonious aspects, | 
could then honestly predict that those un- 
satisfactory Neptunian contacts would pre- 
vail only in the earlier part of her life—not 
later than the age of thirty most probably— 
after which time she would be attracted to 
and by a much better and more harmonious 
environment and be so able to constructively 
utilize those early experiences by having de- 
rived from them the ability to correctly esti- 
mate human nature and by having developed 
such scornful distaste for the wrong element 
previously encountered that she would there- 
after be attracted only to the real and the 
true and avoid rigidly all false, vain, decep- 
tive contacts, even to the point of inordi- 
nately despising such, and so appreciate far 
more than many other women whose horo- 
scopes revealed happier early aspects the sterl- 
ing worth of honest moral hearts. 

Yet even were this native’s chart to show 
no redeeming harmonious aspects from her 
Sun and Mars to other planets, it would not 
necessarily imply that all her life she need 
be the victim of unscrupulous, ulterior- 
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minded persons, but I would advise her to 
exercise great care in all her associations, par- 
ticularly with those of the opposite sex or 
in forming partnerships (marriage or other- 
wise), for she would be lacking in perspec- 
tive or woman’s intuition in these respects 
—perhaps not in all cases but in many—and 
would always need to take time to really 
know things, people and strangers before she 
accept them at their face value, for inhar- 
monious aspects of Neptune invariably at- 
tract elements which are not what they seem 
and leave their natives confused or unable 
to detect insincerity and duplicity. She 
would also be well warned never to gamble 
or attempt any get-rich-quick schemes, 
however much she might be tempted to do 
so, and to avoid everything not scrupulously 
honest and open in every detail. In regard 
to marriage I would say, unless other fac- 
tors of her chart held promise to the con- 
trary, that she had better choose a mate 
whom she respected rather than loved in the 
accepted sense of the word, or not marry 
at all, for should she follow her natural in- 
stincts or inclinations in this respect she 
would most probably meet with betrayal in 
some form, such as infidelities on the part 
of her chosen mate, or be obliged to support 
him morally and materially, or in some other 
way find this union a demoralizing influence 
upon her life and character. I would advise 
her in choosing a partner to use her con- 
scious thinking mind and disregard the sub- 
conscious voice within—in her case a very 
misguiding voice—and marry a strong hon- 
est Saturn type of man and work hard with 
him and for her children, should such come. 
If however, the strength of this inharmoni- 
ous contact should so predominate and en- 
gender in her such an excessive maternal and 
emotional complex that she find a staid Sat- 
urn person absolutely unattractive or even 
repulsive to her, she could at least direct her 
choice to someone worthy, who would be in 
need of her comfort and help only material- 
ly and physically—not morally, for she is 
one who cannot “touch pitch without de- 
filement.” She would find no nobler outlet 
for this aspect than through nursing the 


sick, or in helping institutions for crippled 
children, and could become a veritable angel 
of mercy to these, the truly deserving. This 
contact could also be constructively dis- 
charged through a profession or hobby call- 
ing for great imagination, as writing, acting, 
painting, or dancing. The native should 
never allow herself to lead an idle life at any 
time, for this would breed discontent and 
even neurosis. “Keep busy at something 
worthwhile,” should be her watchword. 

There is indeed no better antidote for an 
afflicted Neptune than work—and a good 
Saturn. Saturn, the so-called ‘‘malefic”’, said 
to be the planet of fear, delays and obstruc- 
tions and the point of weakness in a horo- 
scope, is in reality our friend, even though 
he may sternly rebuke and discipline us, 
forcing us eventually into the groove that 
was meant for us that Life may progress 
more smoothly and harmoniously. Through 
Saturn we learn—Duty. And though at 
times he seem unduly harsh and stern it is 
only because drastic measures are necessary 
to teach us our lesson and it is to our ulti- 
mate advantage that we heed and obey, for 
he is only too willing to lighten or remove 
our burden once we have proved to him we 
are able to walk with it lifted without be- 
coming too “light-headed”. 

Recently a friend of mine, while under 
gas in a dentist’s chair, heard such a voice 
as that of Saturn, the stern advisor. At the 
time she truly needed a counsellor such as 
he, for she was coming under the progression 
of Mercury squaring the old “malefic”. She 
felt, in her dream, that she was floating 
through the clouds, and creatures—friendly 
geniis or spirits—seemed all about her, tho 
vague, but she knew that they spoke and 
promised her her “‘heart’s desire”. Then she 
saw that all thewishes and aspirations of Life 
were grouped about her, each in symbolic 
form. There was one wish she wanted real- 
ized at that time more than anything in the 
world. She felt that she had but to touch 
it and it would be gratified, but when she 
eagerly stretched her arms toward it, or that 
which represented it, with startling sudden- 
ness strong firm hands grasped hers and a 
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voice said loudly and harshly in her ear, 
“Not that!” She demurred fiercely and 
awoke still struggling to free herself from 
—naturally the hands of the dentist who 
had been obliged to hold her, but—those 
words? They were not his, and though she 
pondered upon their possible meaning a great 
deal, hesitating to heed them at first, she 
later realized their potent and true signifi- 
cance. Her desire could not have been grati- 
fied but through great harm to her. And 
so with many of our desires. It is well that 
Saturn, our friend and guardian, keep con- 
stant vigilance else we become like irrespon- 
sible children asking for too many of the 
sweets of life and becoming bored and ill in 
consequence. 

So it is through this just old mentor that 
we build strength and character. In time he 
endows us, if we but let him, with patience, 
perseverance, steadfastness and honor, this 
last quality being, in my opinion, the best 
of the gamut. He enables us to “look the 
whole world in the face,” and finally to view 
our own hearts, our inner selves, and say, 
“It is good.” 


We are enchanted by Neptune, seeing the 
world through rose-glasses, or through his 
higher vibrations finding deep spiritual vis. 
ion; we receive and bestow gracious material 
gifts through Jupiter with glad and gener. 
ous heart; through Venus we love and are 
loved; through Mars we survive and con- 
quer; through Mercury we aspire to knowl. 
edge; through Uranus we seek and find free. 
dom from personal limitations to further our 
progress; but through Saturn we so wisely 
and solidly construct our lives that were all 
the other planets to afflict or seemingly for- 
sake us, disillusioning us sadly, still should 
we find in our hearts the faith founded on 
the solid foundation of confidence—in Life 
and self—the faith of Saturn—to hope, to 
pray, to be great enough to be humble, to 
be meek that we may become, in our innet- 
most hearts, exalted, to dare to act yet b 
silent in regard to all our undertakings and 
cherished aspirations, for “the world belongs 
to the silent ones” who have through adver- 
sity found the jewelled key to Wisdom and 
Power.

ComMENCING in the summer of 1928 
and continuing throughout a period ending 
about 1942, Neptune, the Planet of Dreams 
and Visions, is in the Taurean Fifth House, 
therefore if you were born with the Sun in 
this sign—that is to say if you were born 
within the period given above—this Nep- 
tune transit will tend to focus your sub- 
conscious thoughts, dreams and _ ideals 
upon Heart Interests—children, love af- 
fairs and ambitious enterprises which call 
for the use of much creative ability. It tends 
to establish peculiar idealistic heart ties and 
with peculiar people—such as may be either 
heavily afflicted in some way or highly 
gifted with genius in some form. It might 
lead to weird and also inspiring experiences 
on the emotional plane or through the stimu- 
lation of the affections. In many cases this 
may operate as an uplifting influence tend- 
ing to much spiritual progress and unfold- 
ment through emotional experiences. It may 
bring to you the love of some person of a 
highly spiritual nature who acts as an inspir- 
ation in your life. Neptune does not as a 
tule favor the birth of physical children, yet 
it might, if circumstances were otherwise 
favorable to such, bring into your life an 
OLD SOUL in the form of a child (perhaps 
by adoption or in some other peculiar man- 
ner) who comes as a SPIRITUAL MESSEN- 
GER to uplift you and lead you to new 
spiritual realizations. Under this influence 
your children (whether those already born 
or such as might be born during this period) 
may be expected to either manifest some spe- 
cial gift or genius and bring you much hap- 
piness, or be heavily afflicted and constitute 
a great responsibility.

Other natives of the sign Taurus 
who were born with Neptune under afflic- 
tion might find this transiting Neptune to 
be a very insidious influence—a symbol of 
stark tragedy and great unhappiness in the 
manner indicated above—through Children 
and Heart Ties in general. It is not possible 
in this General Forecast to state definitely 
just which form this would be most likely 
to take in an individual case. This can only 
be determined from the study of the horo- 
scope at birth. In any case this transit will 
tend to bring this Department of your Life 
into prominence in some peculiar manner. 

1927 to 1934 inclusive, Uranus in your 
Solar Twelfth House—the Department gov- 
erning your Personal Psychic Influences, will 
tend to bring you into personal contact with 
some very radical, unconventional and 
probably, at times, disruptive but neverthe- 
less progressive forces on the Inner Planes.

You may find yourself in a con- 
dition which might be comparable to penal 
servitude—not actually in prison but in such 
circumstances that you may at times feel 
that you might as well be. The Individual- 
istic Urge and WILL TO FREEDOM meets 
with high stone walls of limitation which 
hem you in on all sides. Repeated and una- 
vailing attempts to break through these 
walls of restraint and the unhappy experi- 
ences resulting therefrom may generate in 
you a vague but persistent premonition of 
disaster, so much so that even when fortune 
smiles you will have a sense of impending 
doom which robs you of peace and content- 
ment. In some cases this Uranian transit 
may manifest as exile or estrangement from 
kin or country, or a sudden separation in 
some extraordinary manner from some per- 
son upon whom in your own estimation at 
least your happiness depended, so that you 
may during this period live a very lonely 
existence. This will however only be so for 
those who seek freedom upon the physical 
plane and who place their hopes and allow 
their happiness to be dependent upon the 
personalities and forms of this material 
world. If you are familiar with Occult 
Science you may find consolation in the as- 
surance that however much you may be 
limited physically there is an avenue of es- 
cape WITHIN. The doors to the invisible 
planes are unlocked by this transit—they 
may swing open in fact—and those vast 
realms of the Beyond are yours to roam over 
at will. As this influence puts you in direct 
contact with the Invisible Worlds, you are 
advised to devote much time to POSITIVE 
Spiritual Development. This configuration 
might offer you an opportunity to establish 
a connection with some Occult Society or 
other Organization devoted to the promo- 
tion of Occult Science, and it will be to your 
advantage to accept such opportunities since 
this Uranian transit definitely promises suc- 
cess along these lines.

During the summer months of 1932 and 


throughout 1933 and 1934, SATURN IN 
AQUARIUS will be in that department of 
your Solar Horoscope which governs PRO- 
FESSION, CREDIT, and SOCIAL STAND- 
ING. To some this may mean a long-de- 
ferred concrete realization of an ambition. 
It is important that in your climb to the 
pinnacle of achievement you are careful not 
to offend the “Powers that Be’’ and that you 
avoid arousing the jealousy and envy of 
those who may happen to be in authority. 
You should be careful at all times to prop- 
erly recognize a certain power back of your 
success which is higher than your own Will. 
The Master Teacher two thousand years ago 
laid down the LAW OF SATURN in his 
reply to those who endeavored to trick him 
into a seditious statement, “Render unto 
Caesar the things that are Caesar’s.” You 
may, under this Saturn transit rise to a high 
position (after overcoming many obstacles), 
but you must never fail to pay tribute to 
THAT HIGHER AUTHORITY—‘“Render 
unto Caesar the things that are Caesar’s”— 
even though you should rise so high that 
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there are none higher on earth still must you 
pay tribute—“Render unto God the things 
that are God’s.” Saturn in this department 
of the chart is usually indicative of one who 
though he may occupy a position of great 
power and authority so far as outer forms 
and appearances are concerned, ever acts 
“UNDER ORDERS” from someone higher 
up. Saturn, as the symbol of the “Form” 
principle in nature, always acts as a shield or 
instrument for a “POWER BEHIND THE 
SCENES.” Of himself he can do nothing. 
As a Manager, or Disciplinarian (or Dicta- 
tor) he accepts the responsibility for carry- 
ing out, in every detail, the Will of a Su- 
preme Commander who may remain hidden 
and even unknown. In less reputable enter- 
prises this often makes of Saturn the “Cat’s 
paw”—or as one might say, “the goat”. 
With this fact in mind you should remem- 
ber that, while Saturn may furnish you with 
a ladder by which you may ascend to great 
heights you must be careful not to kick 
aside this ladder after you have reached the 
peak of attainment—you may need it later 
for purposes other than ascent. Never fail 
to “render unto Caesar the things that are 
Caesar’s”. The fact that Saturn so often 
brings great success followed by ultimate 
downfall and ruin may be due to the fact 
that he is not self-sustaining but is depen- 
dent upon a Higher Power.) A realization 


—of-this fact coupled with human selfishness 


breeds FEAR—a fear that he may be dis- 
placed by someone more worthy. He then 
proceeds to destroy every form in his en- 
vironment which might conceivably consti- 
tute a menace to his power and incidently 
manages to thereby destroy the very forms 
which were most directly responsible for his 
success and upon whose continued support 
his safety depends.} Having thus kicked 


“ away the supports from under his own feet 


he, quite naturally, does a humpty-dumpty 
and lands at the bottom again—a total 
wreck. It is said that Napoleon had Saturn 
in this department of his Horoscope and we 


have a modern example of this configura- 
tion in the person of Hitler who also (ac- 
cording to Raphael) was born with Saturn 
in the Midheaven in Leo. It is said that a 
powerful Occult Brotherhood supported Na- 
poleon only to be repudiated by him shortly 
before his fall. We feel inclined to question 
WHO is the Power back of Hitler and will 
he also “Deny his Christ” ?—probably—they 
usually do. 

From August 1932 to September 1933 
JUPITER transiting VIRGO will contact 
NEPTUNE in your Solar Fifth house and 
will tend to release (on a relatively large 
scale) the forces symbolized by Neptune 
(explained above). The general tendency 
should be to bring to you considerable good 
fortune through matters connected with this 
department—speculative investments and 
business ventures connected with Education 
and Entertainment, also through children 
and younger persons in general.

Neprune in Virgo, 1928 to 1942, in 
the Solar fourth house for those born in 
Gemini furnishes during this period, a rath- 
er insecure foundation for the material en- 
terprises of these people. A house built on 
quicksand could not be in a more precari- 
ous position than the business affairs of a 
person who temporarily or otherwise has 
Neptune in this department. Like the shift- 
ing sands of the sea points of contact keep 
changing in a bewildering manner, always 
just when you think you are, at last, on solid 
ground, the earth quietly slips away from 
under your feet and the whole structure of 
your hopes collapses and leaves you, once more 
floundering around in the midst of chaos 
and confusion. This influence will, at least, 
teach you the folly of attempting to build 
anything concrete on promises or hopes that 
are not secured by tangible assets. When 
Jupiter contacted this Neptune in Septem- 
ber of 1932, you may either have been ex- 
traordinarily successful or you might have 
found yourself right in the center of a gi- 
gantic Hoax or Swindle of some kind. There 
was magic in this conjunction but, for the 
Gemini born, who are like the rest of us, 
merely human, this magic might have been 
decidedly black. Riding a magic carpet is, 
no doubt, a thrilling experience, so long as 
the magic holds and the carpet does not fold 
up, but, if it does collapse, the result is a 
disastrous crash and a mighty rude awak- 
ening. To those born in Gemini, we would 
issue this warning while Neptune is in Virgo 
(during Period given above) “Watch Your 
Step”, you are treading on thinnest of ice. 
Keep your feet solidly planted on the solid 
earth literally and figuratively speaking and, 


for goodness sake, stop kidding yourself, you 
have been doing that now for five years and 
no matter who you are Mr. Gemini, if you 
will just be honest, with yourself, you will 
admit that you have vastly less in tangible 
assets, now, than you had four years ago. If 
you will admit that we will agree with you 
that your prospects never looked brighter 
and more promising, and, unless you come 
down to earth, that’s all they are or ever 
will be—prospects—they’re not worth any- 
thing, in actual fact and never will be. 
While Neptune is in your fourth house 
your field of activity and base of operations 
is much like a swamp full of snakes, poison- 
ous vapors and all sorts of hidden dangers. 
Treachery is all around you. The enemies 
of your happiness and success have emissar- 
ies secretly right in your camp, who, as your 
trusted friends and advisors, sit in on your 
most secret councils and are most ready with 
advice which always leads to failure, yet, 
because your spiritual vision is distorted, you 
never take a tumble, but, with a peculiar 
perversity of judgment, born of this influ- 
ence, you drive your real friends from you, 
by the simple process of ignoring them— 
toss all your tangible assets over board. Thus 
having freed yourself of everything that 
might be of any real assistance with an op- 
timism worthy of a better cause, you launch 
enthusiastically into the most extravagant 
projects and enterprises that haven’t one 
chance in a million, for success, basing your 
hopes solely on the promises and encourage- 
ment of people who would probably be dis- 
appointed if you did succeed and who would 
certainly let you down and grab the fruits 
of your efforts, if, by any freak circum- 
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stances, you did get within reach of success. 
Now, the question naturally arises, “what 
can you do about this? What might be a 
safe rule of conduct?” Well—here it is— 
It isn’t easy to follow, but it can be done— 
While this influence is in force when any 
person or proposition appeals to you and ap- 
pears to promise an unusual opportuni- 
ty you may accept it as a foregone conclu- 
sion that this thing is worthless—or worse. 
The real opportunity—the opportunity of a 
life time—is probably lying neglected right 
at your feet and you are passing it up as 
worthless, scarcely giving it a thought prob- 
ably for the simple reason that it promises 
nothing immediately. The fact that there 
may be priceless treasure—the realization of 
your ambitions or even any tangible rewards 
hidden within this unattractive proposition 
which lies like an empty purse at your feet, 
never seriously occurs to you because all it 
offers is an opportunity to do something for 
nothing, yet here is the secret of Neptune. 
When, under this magic influence everything 
you do, without thought of reward, is richly 
rewarded, but, everything you try to get for 
yourself, even though it be to meet the very 
necessities of life, vanishes from your grasp 
eer you can lay hold of it and everything 
you do, for personal gain or aggrandizement 
brings tragedy, loss. The fact that you may 
be in great need, at this time, and obliged, 
from necessity, to consider immediate re- 
turns does not alter this law. This is the law 
of Neptune—the Christ Planet—Unselfish- 
ness, Self abnegation and Faith. Under any 
affliction from Neptune our faith is tested 
and just how far we really can walk, “In his 
steps” is revealed and proved by our own 
experiences. Christ alone could walk on the 
waters, but, if you have even an Infinitesi- 
mal fraction of that faith you can come 
through this period not merely without diffi- 
culty, but with an enviable record of 
achievement, but remember the law “Un- 
selfishness” seek nothing for yourself and 
everything will be given to you, but so much 
as you seek for yourself, even to meet your 
own needs, or your personal obligations, that 
much less faith have you and that much less 


you will actually get. Think not, my friend, 
of how much you may get or even how much 
you must have but only of how much you 
can give. You are not asked to give money 
which you may not have, you are only asked 
to serve and if you will give freely of that 
which you have, you will be richly rewarded 
in coin that you do not have. Let this be a 
rule in your business affairs, select that pro- 
position always which offers the greatest op- 
portunity to render service, give no thought 
—and be careful you don’t fool yourself 
here—give absolutely no thought to the fin- 
ancial returns immediate or in future, and 
you will assuredly not make a mistake. 
Through these unselfish activities will, di- 
rectly or indirectly, come additional oppor- 
tunities and rewards greater than any you 
dream of. This little sermon on the law of 
Neptune could also be profitably read by 
the natives of three other signs who are also 
under the adversary of this planet, namely, 
Virgo, Sagittarius, and Pisces. They are all 
having similar trouble though the influence 
is coming from different departments. Sag- 
ittarius gets it in the Professional depart- 
ment. Pisces in the department of Partner- 
ship and Marriage, while for Virgo, it is a 
purely personal influence, re-acting directly 
upon the Health and personal circumstances. 

There is much else that might be said 
about the probable effects of Neptune in the 
fourth department of the horoscope as it is 
for Gemini but having dealt at length with 
the causal nature of the influence, is it neces- 
sary to completely tabulate probable effects 
for assuredly if the law of a planet is under- 
stood and properly applied effects take care 
of themselves, so having already devoted 
much space to a study of this influence, we 
are going to pass over many of the effects 
suffice it to say, that, as this planet is in 
the department governing domestic life, it 
will be in the Home that the problems pre- 
sented by this configuration will be the most 
intense and there it will have to be ultimate- 
ly met and overcome—more than we can 
say, depends on your re-action to conditions 
in your home, members of your immediate 
family and people who visit your home. A 
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mighty unhealthy psychic influence may 
creep in, if you are not careful to use dis- 
crimination in your choice of guests and 
the success or failure of your life hinges on 
an event or series of events, directly involv- 
ing your domestic environment. This might 
mean, the passing, out of your life by death 
or otherwise of some member of your family 
to whom you have been greatly devoted, in 
response to, some whim or deceptive emo- 
tional influence. You may personally kick 
the very foundations out from under your 
own feet or push over the ladder of suc- 
cess while you are still on it, all of which, 
may of course, be avoided, through obedi- 
ence to the law of Neptune in the manner 
already explained. It is probable that this 
Neptunian influence was quite pronounced 
during May, September and December 1932, 
and also March and May 1933. 

We have devoted much space to the influ- 
ence of Neptune on Gemini because from 
personal observation, we judge, this planet 
to be the Key to most of the difficulties be- 
ing experienced now and during the past 
five years by our Gemini friends. Our next 
consideration shall be Uranus, which is now 
and during a period from 1927 to 1934 in- 
clusive, in the Gemini eleventh house. Have 
you ever met a complete stranger and from 
the first moment of meeting, felt a certain 
kinship with that person, a feeling of inti- 
mate acquaintance which could ordinarily 
only come after years of intimate associa- 
tion? Our Gemini friends during the period 
of the transit of Uranus through their house 
of Friends are likely to frequently have this 
experience but particularly is this likely 
to be true of the re-actions of others whom 
Gemini contacts, that is to say, the other 
person is more likely to feel this strange inti- 
macy in contact with Gemini than is Gem- 
ini himself, for while the fifth house (oppo- 
site of eleventh), indicates those whom we 
love, the eleventh House is symbolical of 
those who love us and reveals impersonal re- 
actions. Uranus, here, may therefore attract, 
not only many friends, but also, affection 
for this is rather a romantic influence. It,

also, attracts occult eccentric original ad- 
vanced people, and brings close contact with 
fraternal societies.

factory if it did take place at that time. This 
is that long delayed change you have fore- 
seen, but, which for reasons of necessity you 
have not been able to bring about. Long 
deferred hopes may be realized, and you may, 
during these two years (1933 and 1934), 
experience a gradual advancement and rise 
to power culminating in a realization of your 
ambitions when Saturn transits your M. C.

The recent appointment of Mayor Murphy 
of Detroit to the post of GOVERNOR 
GENERAL of the PHILIPPINES is in our 
opinion much more significant than it may 
appear on the surface. 

The Horoscope of MAYOR MURPHY— 
April 13, 1893—reveals another of those 
MEN OF (strange, weird) DESTINY, 
whose names we find scattered here and there 
in the pages of History. He has in his chart 
the same peculiar configuration that we find 
(under widely varying aspects, of course) 
in the Horoscopes of Robespierre, Napoleon, 
ex-Kaiser Wilhelm, Lenin, Stalin and fre- 
quently in the charts of prominent Occult- 
ists. Without necessarily going into detail 
relative to this configuration, we may say 
that it is apparently an indication of a phe- 
nomenal career; of a mighty occult power 
manifesting (consciously or unconsciously) 
through the individual, and constructively 
or destructively in accordance with other 
aspects and planets involved. That it also 
gives great DRAMATIC POWER is evi- 
denced by the fact that it is found so often 
in the Horoscopes of STAGE CELEBRI- 
TIES (whose works have borne the stamp 
of genius). The aspect referred to is MARS 
CONJUNCTION NEPTUNE. 

Three years ago, when JUDGE MUR- 
PHY was a Candidate for Mayor of Detroit 
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to fill the unexpired term of Mayor Bowles, 
we publicly predicted that he would be the 
successful Candidate. Again, in 1931, our 
prediction relative to his victory at the polls 
was borne out when he was re-elected by an 
overwhelming majority. (See November 
(Scorpio) 1931 issue of Popular Astrology.) 
We then voiced our opinion that this was 
but the beginning of a meteoric rise to the 
Heights of Political Achievement—that we 
believed that Mayor Murphy of Detroit 
could become PRESIDENT OF UNITED 
STATES in 1940—we still think he is head- 
ed definitely in that direction. 


PROHIBITION 


When this law was passed in 1919 the 
transiting Saturn—the Planet of Law—was 
in OPPOSITION to the Radical Moon of 
the United States. The Moon in the Horo- 
scope of a nation is the significator of POP- 
ULAR OPINION—the opinion of the ma- 
jority of the Citizens. The Moon in the 
Midheaven (the house of Government) of 
the National Horoscope may be accepted as 
the symbol of POPULAR GOVERNMENT 
—‘Government of the People, by the Peo- 
ple and for the People.” That Saturn transit 
in 1919 in opposition to this National Moon 
was an indication that something unpleasant 
and unpopular might, at that time, happen 
to this POPULAR GOVERNMENT Ideal 
—and something did happen—poor old Sat- 
urn, he would think of something like that 
—never so happy as when he is making him- 
self and everyone else miserable by cooking 
up a PROHIBITION OR INHIBITION of 
some kind. However, that is water (we'll 
call it water) under the Bridge—now we 
have an entirely different situation. This 
year (1933), Saturn approaches a CON- 
JUNCTION with this National Moon. It 
was on the strength of this approaching con- 
junction of the Transiting Saturn with the 
National Moon—in opposition to the posi- 
tion of Saturn in 1919 that we predicted, 
early in 1932 (see Popular Astrology for 
February, 1932, page 6) that Prohibition 
would be REPEALED as a result of a Demo- 
cratic Victory in November. Now Astrolo- 


gers—we ask you—(regardless of what your 
personal opinion regarding Prohibition may 
be) which of these two aspects (the opposi- 
tion or conjunction) represents the true 
measure of POPULAR OPINION and— 
last but not least—which of the two might 
reasonably promise genuine TEMPER- 
ANCE? It appears that the Nation had to 
endure the tragedy of 14 years of Prohibition 
in order to realize the evils of two extremes. 


CAPRICORN 
THE HUMAN EARTHQUAKE—Earth- 


quakes are few and far between, but when 
one does get under way, there is no stopping 
it until the required readjustment is made. 
Capricorn is patient and long-suffering; his 
endurance is great. He will endure intoler- 
able conditions for a long time and without 
apparent resentment, but meanwhile the 
pressure becomes greater and greater—then, 
one day some trivial incident—the last straw 
is laid upon the Camel’s back—a tiny pebble 
slips out of place and starts the avalanche. 

These violent, convulsive protests of slow, 
deliberate, methodical Capricorn, against the 
existing order of things are often very de- 
structive, and as inevitable and irrevocable 
as Fate. There is something terrifying in 
the calm, unhurried, methodical manner and 
machine-like certainty with which this 
Frankenstein Monster proceeds to his objec- 
tive and the ultimate conclusion of the mat- 
ter, even though it may lead to his own de- 
struction. 


GEMINI 


THE BIRD—always flitting about, and 
even when they do light for a moment, they 
can rarely sit still, but are continually hop- 
ping around, darting an alert glance here 
and there—the most fidgety people on earth. 


CANCER 


THE DOG—any kind of a dog—from 
the Pomeranian Pup that gazes serenely 
forth from the window of a limousine, or 
the little yapping cur that barks its fool 
head off over nothing at all, and courageous- 
ly nips our heels as soon as our back is 
turned, up to the venerable St. Bernard or 
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masterful Police Dog, one dominant trait is 
characteristic of all dogs—loyalty. The 
loyalty of a dog is proverbial. Dog-like de- 
yotion, whether to an ideal or to a person, 
is the outstanding quality of the Cancer 
character. They are the most patriotic peo- 
ple on earth, and they are gluttons for pun- 
ishment. Neither temptation nor abuse can 
swerve their allegiance, once it is placed. 
“Though he slay me, yet will I trust him,” 
was the cry of a Cancer soul out of the dark- 
ness of Divine Wrath. It would seem that 
the Psalms of David were written for the 
special benefit of these people, and when 
Cancer learns to trust his Higher Self with 
the same unswerving allegiance that he 
would ordinarily grant to other mortals, he 
will find that peace and security for which 
he so ardently seeks and hopes. 


SAGITTARIUS 


THE HORSE—The Bucking Broncho, 
Race Horse or Draft Horse—they are all 
essentially the same—big, heavy, rangy 
brutes—we do find some ponies, donkies, and 
even mules among them, but these are ex- 
ceptions to the rule. The horse is quite an 
intelligent animal—not as intelligent as the 
dog, but quite intelligent—and good na- 
tured asa rule. Of all the animals, the horse 
is probably the most useful.

THE BEAR—Big, lumbering, good-nat-
